T. Pkvifi wairc elected 
Treasurer and sety^ continuously 
until 1863, when he wAs elected Vice 
Grand and continued" in the chair one 
year, and then was reelected Treas- 
urer to which he was successively re- 
elected until 1905, when he died. He 
served as Treasurer for 59 years, and 
to brother Davis must be given the 
credit for th^ sueeess of Bonrbon 
Lodge. 

Bourbon Lodge has several other 
records for which we shtftild feel 
highly honored. They have met every 
Monday and never yet to Ibis day 

failed to have a quorum. 

During this period there have been 
four wars in the United States, and 
Bourbon Lodge was represented in 
every one of them by one or more 
brothers, (Mexican, Civil, Spanish- 
American and World War.)

As for h6r past toward the 
orphans and old folks homes; she has 
always subscribed more than any 
other lodcre toward the maintenance 
nnd support of the Orphan Home; as 
for the Old Folks' Home it was one 
of her members who proposed the 
establishment of the Old Folks' Home 
and the resolution was offered by 
the representative from - Bourbon 
Lodge, at Grand Lodge meeting, at 
Georgetown, 1907, and Bourbon 
Lodge gave $500.00 as a starter for 
l^hc home which was twice as much 
as ony other lodcre in the State pave, 
and, through its individual members, 
.=^ubscribed for same cause four times 
as much, or more than any other 
.Iddge in the State. 

fiourbon Lodge always gives more 
to the children of tjie Orphan's Home 
for Thanksgiving and Christmas 
than any other lodge in the State. 

For the ~ drive for the first 
$50,000.00, Bourbon Lodge was first 
to respond as going over the top, and 
in the 1500,000.00 Endowment Drive 
(while our quota was about $5,920,) 
Bourbon Lodge through its individual 
members (not any from lodge funds) 
$14,052.00, and we feel like we have 
subscribed a larger percentage of 
membership pledges than any other 
lodge in the state, while we rank 
seventh in the state reg^rdin? mem- 
bership, and fourth as regarding the 
wealth. These raiQoids wa dMHBii all 
feel proud of. 

Bourbon Lodge always remembers 
hep widows by nice remembeurances 
every Christmas. 

Now. brothers, while there are other 
records we could speak of, but we will 
'-top and will try and do better in the 
future and live closer to the three 
cardinal princiles of the order, 
Friendship, Love and Truth, and let 
us strife to make the world better to 
live in, and keep the bannor ttf old 
Bourbon Lodge, Nr.

"I nave been getting such depress- 
ing roporte as lo conditions in the 
tobacco section, thfct I wab amazed 
antl vmmensply pleased to-day to 
learn that experts believe your local 
tobacco growers will get at least 
twice as much for this year's crop as 
they got for their tot^teoo last year. 

"My informant ta Mr. & C 
Grouse, repreeentatfre of the tJhlted 
States lobacco JoumaL He haa made 
an exhauRtive study of conditions, 
and in the course of his investiga- 
tion., ha> consulted with the best 
known experta, both growers and 
buyeis. 

"He told me to-day that while the 
dark grades marketed around Hop- 
kinsville will undoubtedly bell at 
very low figures duo to the protjeni 
foreign exchang:^ rates (most of this 
grade goes to Southern Europe) 
the Burley markets will handle one 
of the raott valuable crops ever 
raised. Experts beUeve that aboat 
two hundrf4 an4 twefity-flTe million 
pounds, or two-thirds of the entire 
crop, will be the highest grades of 
bright cigrarette tobacco, the kind 
most in deonand now. Tobacco of this 
grade averaged eighty cents to a dol- 
lar a pound last year, and in some 
instances 'eached the high level of 
dollar tvvei:ty-«ix cents. 

"Last yetii- only about twenty per 
cent, of the crop was of the best 
giade. This year it will run sixty 
to seventy per cent, of the crop. The 
[Blue Grass farmer will probably 
market about three tiiaes as m ich 
good leaf as he did lost year. In 
the •hill eoontry, the better grade 
will be almoat Are times last year's 
crop. 

"How farpners can be pessimistic 

in the face of these facts Ts hard to 

understand. The present conditiOR 
reminds ine of the story of the farm- 
er who was always kicking about the 
failure of some crop or other. One 
year. howc\er. he had bumper 
crops of every .sort His city friend 
called his attention to his big crops 
and suggested that or.ce at least he 
could not kick. The farmer's reply 
was that the big crops were hard on 
for the soil.
